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REPORT OF THE SGHOOL BOARD, 


sneenpreinyreneteene 


District No. 1. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Lulu 
‘Colcord ot Candia, the fall term by Miss C. Adelaide 
Underhill of Chester, both were experienced and practical 
teachers and the results of their labors were in every respect 
satisfactory. 


District No. 2. 


There has been no school in-this d.strict during the year, 
the pupils having attented other schools in town. 


District No. 3. 


Spring and fallterms taught by Miss Lizzie C. True of this — 
town. The result of this teacher’s work in the school room 
was all we could reasonably expect. The order was good, 
deportment excellent and the recitations were as perfect as 
we could reasonably require. May she long remain a 
teacher in our schools. 


D:strict No. 4. 


The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Mable 
W. Dodge of Raymond. This was Miss Dodge’s first ex- 
perience at teaching and with that fact in view her labors 
were very satisfactory. Owing to sickness she was un- 
able to commence the term at the appointed time and Miss 
Annie L. Healey also of Raymond, took charge of the 
school for two weeks and conducted it in a manner highly 
commendable for one of her experience, 
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The fall term of this school was also taught by Miss 
Healey and under her teaching the school made excellent 
pregress and the examination at the close of the term was 
highly satisfactory. 


District No. 6. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Carrie A. 
Whittier, a graduate of the State Normal School anda 
teacher of considerable experience. The progress made in 
the summer term was necessarily retarded by the very ir- 
regular attendance of the pupils. In the fall term however 
this error was evercome, seven names being found at the 
close of the school upon the roll of perfect attendance. 
Miss Whittier’s methods were good and we think the pupils 
made commendable progress. hate 


District No. 7. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mary H. Grout of 
this town. We visited this school at the beginning of the 
term and found it in good order and doing well. We heard 
from the school several times during the term and all spoke 
well of it. There was no examination at the end of the term 
as the school closed without notice. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Eva D. Smith of this 
town. This was her first attemptin teaching in our schools 
and as she was young and a resident of the district, we 
were anxious as to the result. At our first visit we found 
the school in good order and the pupils very studious. At 
the close of the school it was evident, that it had made 
marked improvement, not only in book knowledge but in 
black-board work. Quite a number of the parents and 
others were present at the examination and seemed well 
pleased. 
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District No. 8. (Primary) 

Mrs. Fannie M. Prescott who taught in this school in 
1889, has‘had charge of it again during the whole year and 
fully sustained her reputation for thorough and efficient 
teaching. Good order was maintained and commendable pro- 
gress made by the little people under her charge, though the 
attendance was irregular the same cause existing as existed 
in the grammar school mentioned below. 


District No. 8. (Grammar) 


This school was under the instruction of Mr. Louis H. 
Bailey of Manchester, during both terms. The appearance 
of the school was always pleasing, the pupils being quiet, 
orderly, studious and cheerful at each of our visits. Its 
advancement was, however, greatly retarded by the pre- 
valence of diphtheria which took away one of its brightest 
pupils, Master Manson Picker, and kept others from attend- 
ing as they otherwise would have done. ‘The’ results of 
the year’s work were under the circumstances highly cre- 
ditable to both teacher and pupils. 


District No. 9. 

The spring term of this school was taught by Miss Lilla 
B. Heath of Raymond, who. fully sustained. the excellent 
reputation accoided her last year for teaching the same 
school. 

The fall term of this school was taught by Miss Bella A. 
Cram, of this town, under her instruction very good pro- 
gress was made by the school. 


FREE HicGuH ScuHoot. 


This school was taught by Mr. Louis H. Bailey assisted 
by Miss Eva D. Smith. Your committee having visited 
this school several times during the term an unanimous in 
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the opinion that it is a very good one. The attendance has 
been good, the discipline excellent, and the teaching 
thorough. The pupils seemed to be very studious; the 
result is, that the school has been successful in a high 
degree. In accordance with a vote of the school district at 
its last annual meeting, there was an examination of pupils 
for admission to this school. In consequence of which, 
pupils in the lower grades were excluded and the number 
of pupils and recitations considerably diminished. This 
was a move inthe right direction, the usefnlness of the 
school having been greatly increased thereby. We con- 
sider this one of the most profitable schools in the town 
and earnestly recommend that an appropriation be made 
for its continuance and support. 


The new law compelling towns to furnish text books and 
supplies needed in theschools free of expense to pupils has 
been in operation during the year just past. The result of 
the law cannot fail to be beneficial to school interests, its 
natural effect being to lessen the price of all supplies and 
to place a book in the hand of every pupil in the state re- 
gardless of the pecuniary ability of his parents. Books, 
pens, ink and paper patent with mental and moral influence 
now reach a class of pupils which has, ina measure. been 
deprived of their influence and no pupil now need sit in 
idleness in our public schools for want of a book. There 
is a uniformity of text books in use in each school never 
before attained. All the books of each class are alike and 
all the pupils in it are doing precisely the same work, 
and a general improvement in order, deportmentand habits 
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of study may be confidently expected as a natural result of 
this most beneficent law. 

Our school houses should be’ kept in good repair. 
Neglect in this regard will cost us dearly. Nearly all of 
them need painting now and we recommend an appropria- 
tion for this purpose in addition to what may be necessary 
for other purposes. Contagious diseases have effected the 
attendance adversely in some districts and lessened the 
numbers somewhat, yet the schools as a whole have been 
prosperous and the advancement made in them is very 
eratifying.
